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Be it enacted by the Legislative Assembly of the Territory Corporata nema

sippi, within Lhis Territory, as hereinafter designated, an institution
by the name of the *‘Hamline University of Minnesota,” and that
David Brooks, John Kerns, Chauncey Hobart, Samuel C. Thom-
as, Willis A. Gorman, Thomas M. Fullerton, Matthew Sorin, Mer-
ritt Allen, Benjamin F, Ho{{. Parker Pain, W. H. Woodbary,
Hart Boughton, Alexander Ramsey, William Freeborn and Ira
Bidwell, and such persons za shall be elected by the Wisconsin An-
nual Conference of the Methodist Episcopal Chureh, (or such Con-
ference as may be formed out of aaid Wisconsin Clonference, in the
bounds of which the said institution may be located,) to succeed
them, their asnociates, and successors in office, be and they are
hereby created a bodg politic and corporate, to be atyled the **

tees of the Hamline University of Minnesota,”” and shall be trustees
of said corporation for the purpose of further establishing, main-
taining and conducting an institution of learning for the education
of youth of both sexes; and by the aforesaid corporate hame fo re-
main in pergetual succession, with full power to sue and be sued,
to plead and be impleaded, to acquire, hold and convey property,
real, personal and mixed, in il lawivl ways: P . R
That the annaal income shall not exceed sixty thousand dollars; to
have and to use a common seal, and to alter the same at pleasure;
to make and alter, from time to time, such by-laws as they may
deem proper and necessary for the governmeant of said inatitution,
its officers and agents: Provided, Such b{‘-lnws are not inconsist-
ent with this act, or the Constitution and Laws of the United States,
or of this Territory, and also have power to confer on such person
or persons, as they may deem worthy, all honors and degrees as
are usually conferred by the most learned institutions in the United
States.

Szc. 2. ‘There shall, at all times, be filteen trustees of said cor-
poration, four of whom shall be members of the Wiscensin Annual
Conference of the Methodist Episcopal Church, (or such confer-
ence as may be formed out of snid Wisconsin Conference, in the
bounds of which the said institution may be located,) together with
a b:indlddof visitors, to be composed and appointed as hereinafler
provided.

Ssc. 3. No religious tenel shall be required of any person to en-
title him or her to all the privileges of the institution: and no stu-
dent shail be required to attend the religious worship of any partic-
ular demomination except as specified by the siudent, hia parents or

- guardian.
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Sec. 4. The zaid University shall be located on the Mississippi,
betweon Si. Paul and Lake Pepin, at such place as the trustees
shall elect, and shall be crected on a plan sufficiently extensive to
afford ample facilities to perfect the scholar; Provided, That at no
time, shall the trustecs be required to exceed the means under their
control, as trustees.

Sec. 5. The board of trustees shall hold their first meeting at
St. Paul, within six months after the passage of this act; Prouiged,
"That if & quorum shall fail of meeting, the members present shall
have the right to organize and ndjourn to such place and time as
they may deem proper, to securc a quorum of the board; who shall
have power to elect a President of the board, two Vice-Presidents,
a Treasurer, Secretary, and such officers when elected, shall con-
stitute nn executive committee, and ns such committee, shall have
power to execute all business of the corporation commiited to them
by the by.laws of the institution.

Sec. #i, The Treasurer, before entoring upen the duties of his
office, shall give bond in such penal sum as the trustees shall di-
rect, and with such sureties a8 they shall by vote approve, condi-
tioned for the faithful performance-of his duties, and the delivory to
his successor ot the expiration of his office, all funds and other pro-
perty and papers in his possession belonging to said University:
and all other officers and agents, before entering upon their duties,
ghall give like bonds, if required by the board of trustees,

Sec. 7. All suits against said corporation shall be by summons,
which shall be served by leaving an attested copy of the same with
the President or Treasuror, at their office, at least twenty days be-
fere the return thereof.

Sec. 8. At tho first meeting legally called and holden, the trus-
teea shall be divided by lot into four classes of four each, in the first
three classes, and of three in the fourth class,—which classes ehall
be numbered one, two, three and four. Class numbered one shall
hold their office until the first annual mecting of the trustees; class
numhbored two shall hold their office until the second annua} meet-
ing: class numbered three shall hold their office until the third an-
nual meeting, and class numbered four shall hold their office until
the fourth annual mecting, and until their successors are elccted.
The trustees at their first 1 ling, shall dv -inate the time and place
of their first and future annual mcetings, wiuch shall in no caso be
altered, oxcept by a vote ot iwo-thirda of the trustces present at
any rcgular meeting.

Sec. 0. The trustees shall have suthority to appoint and employ
all officers, teachers and agents fur the institution; and shall have
power to displace any or all of them, as the interests of the instifu-
tion may require; to fill vacaneics which may happen by death,
resignation or otherwiso, amung said officers, teachers and agents.
ANl elections of trustees, president of the University, professors,
officers and agents, shall be by ballot.

Sec. 10. 'This institution shall be under the patronage of the
Wisconsin Annual Conference of the Methodist Episcopal Church,

" {or of such conference as may be formcd out ufthe Wisconsin Con-

ference, in the bounds of which the said institution may be located,)
and the said conference shall annually at its annual session, fill all
vacancies of the trustees, occasioned by the provisions of sections
8 and 192 of this act, who shall hold their office for the term of four
years from tho time of such vacancies, and until their successors
are elected—and ghall alao at its annual session elect hy ballot,
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seven suitable persons, members of its own body, visitors (o said
University, who shall ex-officio he members of the board of trustees,
and have the right to vote on all questions that may come before
them, and who shall attend the examination of the students; look
into the condition of the institution and report thercon tothe nezt
session of said Conference.

Sec. 11. 'Tho lrustees shall have power to preseribe and regu-
late the course of studies to be pursued in suid institution; to fix
the rate of tuition, and other expenses; to make rules for the reg-
ulation of the conduct of the students and for the expulsion of such
as arc disorderly; they shall faithfully apply all funds by them col-
lected or received, nccording to their best judgment,. in erecting
suitable buildings; supporting the necessary officers, instructors
and agents, in procuring books and apparatus neeessary to the sue-
cess of the institution: Previded howerer, That in case any donation
or bequest be made for purpnses which nccord with the design of
the institution, the trustecs shall receive and accept the same, and
shall apply such donation or bequest in conformity with the condi-
tions or designs of tho donor; and all corporate property belonging
to the institution, both real and personal is, and shall be froe from
taxation.

Sec. 13. ‘The board of trustees may meet on their own ndjourn-
ment, any seven of whom shall constitute a quorum for the transac-
tion of businecss, and the president, with the concurrence of two
trustees, or any four trustecs, may call special meetings of the
board, by giving notice to the members thereof in writing or other-
wise, at least ten doys before the time of such meeting; and any
trustees may be removed for a neglect of duty for more than one

ear.
Y Src. 13. The trustces of the University shall have power to es-
tablish a preparatory department, to raise, collect and reccive
funds, to crect buildings, appoint a principal, profeesors, and to

do all nccessary acts for the establishing, maintaining and conduct-.

ing of the Preparatory department, and all appointments and offi-

cers of seid depurtment to he govorned by this charter. This act.

shall be construed liberally in all courts for the purposes herein
expresscd.

Sec. 14. Any throe of the corporators named in this act, may
call the first meecting of the trustees, by giving two weeks notice of
the time and place of such meeting, and in ane or more nowapapers
published in this territory.
